This is the last issue of East Bay Labor Journal before the 
election of next Tuesday, November 2. 
We call our readers’ attention to the two lists published 


~j/on the first page of this issue, one naming the candidates en- 


dorsed by the Voters League of Alameda County-AFL, the 
other giving the recommendations of the League on the 20 
propositions which will appear on the ballot Tuesday. 

An old saying in England is that an Englishman's home is 
his castle, and that it may be so poor a hovel that the rain 
and the wind and the cold may enter, but that ‘the King of 
England may not enter there” except under due process of 
law.
